T its face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend “*irq*)q 

’ inscribed below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word ” in Hindi and on 

the right upper periphery flanked with the word “INDIA” in English. It shall also bear the 
denominational value “5" in international numerals below the Lion Capitol flanked on the left lower 

periphery with the word ‘ ’ in Hindi and right lower periphery-with the word “RUPEES" in 

English. There will be 52 beads on the periphery. 

REVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of “K. KAMARAJ” flanked on the left upper 
periphery wth the words W in Hindi, and on the right upper periphery “K. KAMARAJ” 

in English. The figure 1903-1975 shall be shown below the portrait in International Numerals. 
There shall De 52 beads on the periphery. 

SECURITY EDGE FOR 5 RUPEES 

The edge of the coin shall be milled with serrated or upright milling and security edge. 
At th£ centre of the edge there shall be shallow groove with a design inside the two sections 
separated by blank spaces. This design shall consists of chain of beads in relief and each bead 
being followed by one inclined line in relief. There shall be total 30 lines and 30 beads.
